Draft and Flue Construction 


From the following description of the internal construction of the 300 and 400 Art-Garland, it will be shown 
why this stove is the most powerful as well as the most economical heater ever made. 


As shown in cut on following page, the hot gases from the fire pot pass through an opening behind the fire pot 
back of the plate D, and down and around the outer surface of the base, I, and up the rear flue and out of the 
smoke collar; or there may be an elbow to carry the smoke upward to the chimney. 


A damper in the flue strip, hinged at the bottom, opens to allow a direct draft from the fire pot 
to the smoke collar. 


The heating surface consists of the whole outside of the stove, and of each of the inner plates. This inside 
heating is not found in any other stove. 


To compel the heat to hug the outside plates, I, a hollow flue wall; A, extends from the flue strip, H, 
nearly to the front of the base. 


Another hollow flue wall like A is located on the other side of the base beyond G. 


The front edges are not joined, allowing the heat to circulate in the space G. Cold air from the floor passes up 
through the division walls, A, at both sides of the base, into an air chamber, B, beneath the ash pan, 
and separated from the smoke in the base. 


This air chamber, B, passes clear across the stove from side to side, and the air passing through it is heated 
from the top of the bottom smoke flues, and by the heat from the fire grate passing through the bottom of 
the ash pan, and it has already been heated by the hollow flue strips, A and A. 


This hot air flows from the sheet air flue, B, into a sheet air flue, C, extending clear across the stove from side 
to side, and the ascending stream of hot air is further heated by the front side of the down and up rear 
smoke flues, and also from the intense heat from the back of the fire pot. - 


This hot air passes up behind the smoke flue, D, into the flue, E, receiving heat from the rear wall of the 
combustion chamber above the fire pot. 


This intensely hot air enters the space between the nickel drum and the hot magazine, and out through the hot 
air elbow, F, into a pipe for upper rooms. A damper in this elbow can be reversed to throw the hot air into the 
lower room, or the back plate forming the hot air flue, E, can be lifted off and let the hot air from E into the 
room, and still let the hot air from the nickel drum pass up through F. 


It is seen that all inside as well as outside plates heat the air of the room, and draw the cold air from the floor. 
This shows why the 300 and 400 Art-Garland are the most powerful heaters ever made. 


Transferring this large amount of extra heat from the smoke to the air makes this the most economical stove 
ever constructed. 


We have gone to the length of this description because very few understand the reason for this individual 
stove giving such universal satisfaction, and so far outclassing all other stoves of its type.

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Back and Bottom Flue Construction 


A base burner should have a free draft. A sluggish draft may allow gas to escape and endanger life. For 


the quickest draft, keep the gases together in a single flue. To get the most heat into the room, carry this single 
flue around the whole circumference of the base. 


In the “‘Garland’’ flue, Fig. 1, the heat all goes one way, with all sides of all parts of the flues heating the air 
of the room, giving the best draft and the most heat. It heats the cold air on the floor with the least fuel. 
When an oven is put on a ‘‘Garland,’’ and it is desired to get a uniform baking heat inside the stove, the 
three flue of Fig. 2 is used, but never when the heating of a room is of first importance. 


Every inch of the outside of a ‘‘Garland’’ is heating surface, and the large inside air-heating flue is entirely 
surrounded by heat, as in Fig. 3, while stoves having one side of the air-flue against the outside of the stove, like 
Fig. 4, lose the heating surface from the flues on the outside of the stove, and expose only two sides of the air 
flue to the heat; such small external air flues are of little benefit. 


On our original ‘‘ Reflector-top Art-Garland’’ we carry this double heating to the greatest possible extent. All 
flue strips are double and have air flues in them. The plates under the ash pan and the plates between the 
rear flues and the fire pot and ash pit are double, with air circulating between them. This is the only stove that 
ever was made in this way, and it is better than any other stove; it has continuously, since 1887, been the 
best and most beautiful base burner made; and without change, except a few changes in nickel ornamenta- 
tion, is the original and best selling base burner, and all acknowledge it to be the leader. The ‘‘ Reflector-Top 
Art-Garland’’ is in a class by ctself, and is the most artistic and economical base burner made.

It having become a custom of the majority of manufacturers to use a system of numbering their cooking goods, 
by which the first number indicated the size of the cooking hole, and the second number the size of the oven, 
consumers (in ‘‘shopping around’’ for stoves) have come to look upon these numbers as absolutely correct, 
with the result that, not being able to carry the size of the stove in their eye, they go from store to store and 
compare one No. 8-18 with another No. 8-18, when the facts are that there is a difference of at least one full size 
in the oven between one 8-18 and another. 


Our present line of cooking goods, all the way through, is so exceedingly full in size that we feel the necessity 
of offering our customers a ‘‘ Protective System’’ of numbering, by which consumers cannot compare our stoves 
by number with those of inferior make, as well as smaller size. 


We have, therefore, taken the 14-inch as being the smallest oven we would likely make, and have numbered a 
stove (which would ordinarily be numbered under the old system 8-14) 8-1, and we advance one number for 
every inch in the oven, as will be shown by the table printed herewith. There is no desire on our part to 
mystify our customers, but simply to prevent consumers from making unfair comparisons. 


Oven sizes will be printed in our future catalogues so that merchants will be able to see at a glance just exactly 
what the sizes of ovens are. The numbers appearing upon the stoves themselves, however, will be under the 
“* Protective System,’’ and we feel sure all merchants will weleome a system which will prevent consumers from 
making unjust and unfair comparisons.

Add thirteen to the second protective number given, and it will give you the oven size. 


NOTE.—It will be noticed that we still use the first number to designate the size of the cooking hole, so that 
whether a stove has 7, 8, or 9-inch cooking hole the first number will denote it, and the second number shows 
plainly to those who understand the key just what the size of the oven is, but does not make the oven size plain 
to the consumer. 


It makes the difference of one full size whether the manufacturer marks his oven size with the swell of the oven 
door or by the measurement of the body of the stove. 


It is the custom of some manufacturers to number their stoves (so far as the oven size is concerned) by count- 
ing the swell of both doors; others count the swell of only one door, while there are others who measure the 
oven without the swell of either door. 


Upon all of our future patterns we shall also use the letter instead of the year, so as not to leave the impression 
with consumers that they are buying an old-pattern stove unless they see upon it the year in which it was 
purchased. 


The only object in using anything beyond the actual number on a stove (such as the year of its manufacture) 
has been to prevent confusion in ordering repairs, and many thousands of dollars are annually lost by stove 
merchants throughout the country by reason of their being obliged to sell at a discount goods which are marked 
with the year previous to the date of their sale.
